Crowd Cheers as He Ap- 
pears on Platform of 
Special Train—Waves 


Hat but Does Not Make 
Speech. 


President Truman, aboard a spe- 
cial train, stopped at Union Sta- 
tion today on his way to Inde- 
pendence, Mo., to vote in Tues- 
day’s election. The , President 
greeted old friends and politicians 
and responded to the cheers of the 
crowd, but did not make a speech, 
either in St., Louis or later when 
the train stopped at Jefferson 
City -and Sedalia. 

President Truman arrived at In- 
dependence at. 3:13 p.m. He was 
greeted by Mayor Roger Sermon 
of Independence and with Mrs. 
Truman left the train and joined 
relatives, 

En route to Independence, the 
President’s train had pulled into 
the St. Louis stdtion yards at 
9:50 a.m. and was held there until 
the “scheduled. hour of arrival at 
the station, 10 a.m. It. remained 
until 10:20 am., when it pulled 
out to continue the journey. 

The train backed into the sta- 
tion on Track Eight, but stopped 
about 150 feet short of the bumper 
at the end of the track, precipi- 
tating a rush of the waiting 
crowd onto the platform. Police- 
men, hands joined, held the crowd 
about 10 feet back of the observa- 
tion platform of the presidential 
train. 

Truman, wearing a blue pin- 
stripe suit and white shirt ap- 
peared on the train’s rear plat- 
form and waved his gray hat at 
the crowd. The crowd cheered. 
Members of the crowd were 
wetted somewhat by the rain as 
the train stopped short of the 
sheltering shed. Truman, how- 
ever, was protected by the roof 
of the observation car, for the 
most part. 

Visitors Introduced. 

Collector of Internal Revenue 
James P. Finnegan, who had 
worked his way through the 
crowd to the train, introduced the 
President to persons who had 
come to the station to greet hjm. 
These included William L. Igoe, 
Democratic figure and former 
member of Congress; Frank Kar- 
sten, Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the Thirteenth Dis- 
trict, and Jack Dwyer, chairman 
of the City Democratic Commit- 
tee. 

United States Senator Frank P. 
Briggs was one of the poltical fig- 
ures who had difficulty pushing 
his way through the crowd to 
greet the President. Finally he 
managed to mount the train plat- 
form to speak to Truman.

Mountbatten said the machine 
would be known as an electronic 
numeral] integrator and computer 
—“an electronic brain.” 

Mountbatten said some ma- 

chines already were in use which 
“can exercise a degree of mem- 
ory.” 
“And some are now being de- 
signed to exercise those hitherto 
human prerogatives of choice and 
judgment,” he said. “One of them 
could even be made to play a 
rather mediocre game of chess.” 

He added: 

“Now that the electronic ‘brain’ 
and memory machine are upon us, 
it seems that we really are in a 
new revolution: this time not an 
industrial one, but a revolution of 
the mind—and in this revolution 
the responsibilities facing scien- 
tists today are formidable and se- 


rious.” 


DATA IN HOWARD 
CASE 1S SENT TO 
USAT TORNEY 


Civil Liberties Officer 
Says Conditions of 
Killing Demand Fed- 
eral Inquiry. 


A franscript of testimony at the 
inquest in the killing of William 
Howard, Negro, by Patrolman 
William J. Niggemann, and police 
reports and statements of wit- 
nesses in the case, were for- 
warde today to the United States 
Attorney General by John R. 
Stockham, executive committee 
member of the St. Louis Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

In a letter accompanying the 
records, Stockham asserted the 
available evidence in the case 
“clearly shows that the Howard 
case is couched in prejudice,” and 
that conditions surrounding the 
killing are “shocking.” 

“To the St. Louis Civil Liberties 
Committee,” he declared, “they ap- 
pear to be such as to demand a 
federal investigation, Since the 
policeman himself has testified he 
was going to make an arrest, there 
seems to be little doubt he was 
acting under ‘color of the law.’ 

“You Shot Me for Nothing.” 

“The testimony of all those who 
witnessed the killing is such that 
the conduct of Howard would ap- 
pear in no way to justify the of- 
ficer’s. killing him. The rds of 
Howard, dying in the alley, have

“It further is alleged that Bilbo 
holds ifstirAnce policies on the 
parsonage and that he has put 
the house up as collateral for a 
loan he received at a Federal 
Land Bank, 

Bilbo, who is up for re-election, 
has been named also in atate- 
ments before the Senate Elections 
Committee, whose investigators 
have been weighing charges that 
Bilbo prevented Negroes from 
voting in the Mississippi primary.

Franks was found guilty last 
Oct. 10 by a Federal court jury of 
falsifying ration-point applications 
to obtain increased food allow- 
ances for members of the associa- 
tion. In pronouncing’ sentence, 
Judge Hulen said he had overruled 
motions for a new trial and a judg- 
ment for acquittal. 

Donald Gunn, Franks’s attor- 
ney, said an appeal would be 
taken. Judge Hulen then set bond 
for Franks at $1000. / 

The conviction of Franks was 
the first here by a jury in a case 
involving violations of OPA regu- 
lations.

HOLESALE food prices on 
Wi- average dropped 3.2 

per cent in the week ended 
last Saturday as compared with 
the previous week, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported 
yesterday, 

The decline was registered 
principally by meat, butter and 
lard, The bureau attributed the 
lower prices to consu.er resis- 
tance. 

The food index still was 49.8 
per cent higher than cn June 
30, when OPA controls were 
temporarily suspended, and 60.3 
per cent higher than in the 
corresponding week last year. 

The general wholesale price 
index for all 900 commodities 
which the bureau studies rose 
0.6 per cent during the week to 
135.9 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age. 

The general index was 206 
per cent higher than before 
temporary suspension of con- 
trols at the end of June and 
28.6 above late October. It wus 
61.8 above the corresponding 
week of 1937 and 42.9 per cent 
over the October 1929 index. 

The bureau also _ reported 
that retail food prices ir. major 
cities declined for the week 
ended Oct. 29 largely. due to 
lower prices for meats, chicken, 
eggs and green beans,

1200 on Refugee Ship at Nalfa 
Shifted to British Vessels. 
HAIFA, Nov. 1 (AP)—Despite 
defiant screams and intermittent 
violence, 1200 Jewish refugees 
were transferred today from the 
almost-foundering immigrant ship 
San Dimitrios to two British ves- 

sels for deportation to Cyprus, 

The transfer followed by only a 
short time a general strike and 
mass meeting at which the depor- 
tation of the refugees was pro- 
tested against by Haifa’s Jews. 
Two thousand Jews, leaving the 
mass meeting, marched on British 
street barricades but dispersed be- 
fore any violence occurred, 


The marching Jews, facing signs 
in Hebrew and English reading 
“disperse or we fire,” broke up and 
went away singing the Hatikvah 
and other Jewish anthems and 
carrying black mourning flags. 

Haifa’s 60,000 Jews stopped work 

at 8:30 a.m, for a two-and-a-half 
hour general strike and a mass 
meeting was held on Hadar Haar- 
mel at which speakers cried: “Our 
brothers already are starving in 
Cyprus.” 
The port area was under’ rigid 
curfew, Even customs, health and 
immigration officials were barred 
from their offices. 

An official announcement said 
the transfer of the Jews to the 
British ships “was carried out 
without any major difficulty, 
though it was necessary to use 
some force to induce several per- 
sons to transship.”

EISENHOWER SAYS 
PEAUE DEPENDS ON 


Asserts, ‘to Isolate Our- 
selves Again Will Be 
Prelude to Another 
World Conflict.’ 


) EASTON, Pa., Nov. 1 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Army 
Chief of Staff, said today that 
failure of the United States to 
remain a “leader within the com- 
munity of nations... will be the 
prelude to another world con- 
flict.” 

In a speech at the annual 
founder's day exercises of Lafay- 
ette college, Eisenhower, who re- 
ceived the honorary degree of doc- 
tor of laws, said: 

“This time, however, our Gov- 
ernment has announced its de- 
termination to maintain the ideals 
and the peace for which 300,000 
of our men perished in battle. 

“It is a principal duty of your 
generation to support that deter- 
mination and make it effective, for 
if the fearful tragedy of global 
war should engulf us, you will pay 
the major portion of the price.” 
The wartime commander of Al- 
lied Expeditionary Forces said 
“the United States must not 
shirk its responsibilities, however 
onerous they may be.” 

“To falter in the course we have 
chosen, or to isolate ourselves 
once again, will be the prelude to 
another world conflict,” Eisen- 
hower said, adding: 

“No other sequel is possible, 
should the United States, the 
earth's most powerful forte for 
peace, abandon its present posi- 


tion.” 

He said, “We can now look 
back with satisfaction to the ac- 
complishment of a demobilization 
second only in size to organizing 
for war.” 

However, he continued, “We 
look forward to the future with 
deep conviction that military 
wéakness On our part must not 
again permit the fruits of victory 
to be lost.” 

Although the nation’s military 
might now has been reduced to a 
fraction of its wartime peak, 
Eisenhower said, it “Is neverthe- 
less the most substantial pledge in 
all our history that the United 
States ‘is prepared to guard its 
victory. In your own interests you 
will see that that pledge is sus- 
tained.” 

Turning to the future, he as- 
serted, “There is no short cut or 
easy way to lasting peace.”

WASHINGTON, Noy. 1 (AP)— 
The so-called “Sacred Cow” might 
be simply a “goose” except for 
an accident of World War ILI 
history. 

Lt. Col. Henry T. (Hank) Myers 
of Tifton, Ga. who pllots the 
presidential plane, a C-54, says a 
code word gave the big four-engine 
ship its nickname. 

The plane, which the War De- 


partment assigns to the President 
for his use, hasn't any name at all. 
‘It has been called the “Sacred 
Cow” so often, however, that it's 
ix to convince most people. 

The “Sacred Cow” was the code 
‘Name employed by security offi- 
cers to designate the plane when 
it wags used by the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in traveling 
to the Yalta conference.

He said that although the Avia- 
tion Council of Metropolitan St. 
Louis can promote and stimulate 
aircraft flying, the success of this 
program is dependent on speed 
with which the Airport Commis- 
sion and officials of adjacent 
communities provide adequate 
landing fields and airport termi- 
nals as the need for them de- 
velops. 


Immediate Program. 


The Airport Commission’s im- 
mediate program provides for the 
expansion of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the acquisition of land for 
a second major airport at Co- 
lumbia Bottoms and the develop- 
ment of Ross Field in: North St. 
Louis, Lambert said. The develop- 
ment of any other landing field 
within the city limits is problem- 
atical, he added. 

Lambert pointed out that 
several sites studied for possible 
use for landing fields within the 
city had been ruled out and that 
the only one remaining was the 
site at Morganford and Weber 
roads. Organized opposition to the 
development of this . site has 
arisen and passage of an ordi- 
nance to develop it is problemati- 
cal, he said. ‘ 

A metropolitan airport program, 
based on a survey of the region 
in 1944 by Horner & Shifrin, con- 
sulting engineers, has made little 
progress, Lambert charged. 

He suggested that the Aviation 
Council ascertain whether there 
is any co-ordinated regional air- 
port program sufficient in scope 
to justify federal recognition. 

Calls for Co-ordination. 

“Aircraft operations will be lim- 
{ted to the ground space provided 
for the purpose,” Lambert said. 
“The Aviation Council is commu- 
nity-wide in its function and pur- 
pose. The Airport Commission in 
its authority is practically con- 
fined to the airport program for 
the City of St. Louis. In co-ordi- 
nation much can be accomplished.” 

The decision ‘of the Airport 
Commission that Lambert - St. 
Louis Field is the only site pres- 
ently available in the timing nec- 
essary to hold the city’s position 
in aviation makes the time factor 
all important, Lambert said. 

Reviewing the progress of the 
expansion and development of the 
field, he said that its expansion 
will be the sustaining feature 
around which a tegional airport 
system will be created. He urged 
that a time table be set up for the 
development of facilities to pro- 
vide an incentive and a guide to 
proceed in a methodical manner 
and with the least delay. 


Estimate On Completion. 


He estimated that the expanded 
airport development would not be 
completed until February 19651. 
Consideration was given in mak- 
ing the estimates to intervening 
periods of delay “generally in- 
curred, by a slow process of mu- 
nicipal administration here and 
elsewhere.” 

He said that much had been 
accomplished toward materializa- 
tion of plans for the development 
of the field. He enumerated that 
nearly all the necessary land had 
been acquired, that the covering 
of Cold Water creek was nearing 
completion, that bond funds were 
available, and that appropriations 
were made for the construction 
of the first 9000-foot east-west run- 
way. Awards had been made for 
the design of the new terminal 
building, he said, and plans and 
specifications are ready for the 
further draining and grading of 
the field. 

Present facilities are being 
maintained by the city to maxi- 
mum capacity, he said. Runways 
have been resurfaced, the admin- 
istration building enlarged, a 
grain elevator removed and facill- 
have been added for the 
handling of passengers, mail and 
express. He said the letting of a 
contract for the first 4100 feet of 
the 9000-foot runway will be of 
major importance in the present 
development of the field. Bids 
were received on this work last 
Tuesday and the contract will be 
let soon. The work is expected

“I’m 
very happy about it,” Lt. Moran 
said, “because the children had a 
good time and I noticed they went 
home after the shows ended.” 
Mrs, Martha Price, a Negro 
widow, was ironing in the kitchen 
of her home at 2910 Madison 
street at 9:15 last night when she. 
was wounded in the left arm by a 
stray bullet. She heard three 
shots fired and one bullet pierced 
her kitchen window. Police think 
a Halloween celebrant was re- 
sponsible. Mrs. Price is at Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital. — 

Nine false fire alarms were re- 
ported in the city, far more than 
the usual number. Most of the 
false alarms were attributed to 
boys. i 

In the county, the Sheriff's of- 


fice received only three or four 
calls during the night, none seri- 
ous. On the East Side, the report 
was “everything very quiet.” 

Police of the Newstead and Page 
districts were kept busy with 
wrenches shutting off fire plugs. 
Twelve hydrants wére turned on 
in the area between Delmar and 
Lindell boulevards and Walton 
avenue to Kingshighway. Six 
were turned on along Waterman 
boulevard from Union to Skinker 
boulevards. 

Police radio dispatchers broad- 
cast 370 calls, about 100 more than 
usual, between 3 and 11 p.m. 
yesterday, and 128 calls, about the 
usual number, between 11 p.m. 
and 7 a.m, On previous Hal- 
loweens, dispatchers recalled, as 
many as 500 calls went out in the 
3 to 11 p.m. period.

FBI REPORTS AUTO THEFTS

Thefts of automobiies transport- 
ed across state lines from the St.

Louis office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, said yesterday.

RFC REJECTS MOST LOANS 
FOR PREBUILT HOME FIRMS 


One or Two of 11 Recommended by Wyatt 
Approved—Viewed as Threat to 
Entire Program. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UP)— 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has rejected all but one 
or two of Housing Expediter Wil- 
son W. Wyatt's 11 recommended 
loans to builders of pre-fabricated 
houses, it was learned today, 


Housing officials viewed the re- 
jection as a threat to Wyatt’s en- 
tire program of _ industrialized 
housing, on which he has been de- 
pending largely to meet a goal of 
2,700,000 homes for G.ls. Wyatt 
reportedly will lay before RFC of- 
ficials later today a final appeal 
for reconsideration. It was under- 
stood Wyatt was prepared to 
carry his fight to President Tru- 
man, 

The 11 firms planned to build 
106,000 industrialized houses. Their 
sales would be backed by “guaran- 
teed market” contracts to be 
issued by Wyatt under his 
emergency powers. 


Officials declined to identify 
recipients of the one or two loans 
approved, 

Later, it was learned that one of 
‘the RFC-approved loan applica- 
tions was from the Knox Corp., 
|'Thomason, Ga., which sought 
| $1,000,000 to build 6000 pre-fabri- 
| cated houses. 

The RFC 


has rejected a $52,- 


000,000 loan sought by the Lustron 


ture prefabricated houses, 

RFC's action added new compli- 
cations to Wyatt's fight with the 
War Assets Administration over 
allocation of the surplus Dodge 
plant in Chicago. War Assets 
contends the plant has _ been 
leased to Tucker Corp., for pro- 
duction of automobiles. 


Wyatt has directed that the 
plant be turned qver to Lustron, 
but WAA has declined to honor 
the directive until the Attorney 
General rules on its validity. 

Wyatt will try to persuade RFC 
to reverse its decision rejecting 
Lustron’s application for a loan, 


RFC sources indicated the 
loans were disapproved because 
applicant firms were not prepared 
to match federal funds with sub- 
stantial private investments.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Nov. 1 
(AP)—The bi-partisan foreign pol- 
icy of the United States would be 
strengthened by the election of a 
Republican Congress, James P. 
Kem, Republican nominee for the 
United States Senate, said last 
night in a campaign speech. 

Kem declared that national 
unity on an intelligent and just 
foreign policy had been achieved 
through the willingness of the Re- 
publican party to place the inter- 
ests of the country above partisan 
politics.

Cattle sales lagged at National 
Stockyards today, encouraging 
consumer hopes for lower meat 
prices, but although supplies in 
retail markets were plentiful, the 
predicted break in high prices 
had yet to materialize. 

There were 1500 salable cattle at 
the stockyards, with a carryover 
of 1000 umsold head from yester- 


day. The market remained slow 
order buyers having curtailed 
their purchases because of the 
jam in the east. where supplies 
have piled up in the face of buy. 
ers’ strikes against high prices. 


Prices of medium grades of 
cattle, the only kind on hand to- 
day, were steady, with the top 


which’ sold for 62 cents a pound 
under OPA, was reduced from 89 
to 85 cents; choice pork chops, on 
which the ceiling was 45 cents, 
were down from 85 to 75 cents; 
beef liver, which sold for 40 cents 
under price control, was reduced 


from 59 to 55 cents, 


Other price changes at this store 
included 5-cent reductions which 
brought bulk pork sausage down 
to 50 cents, compared to the old 
ceiling of 40, and link pork sau- 
sage to 60 cents, against the OPA 
price of 48; wieners, on which the 
ceiling was 48 cents, were reduced 
from 70 to 65 cents, and braun- 
schweiger, which sold for 41 cents 
under price control, was off 3 
cents, selling for 60.

AUSTIN URGES U.N. 
~~ BROADEN SITE HUNT 


Points Qut New York City 
and San Francisco Have 
Offered Land. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1 (AP)—The 
United States asked the United 
Nations today to broaden its con- 
sideration of a site for perma- 
nent headquarters to include the 
Flushing Meadows area of New 
York City and the San Francisca 
bay area. 

Intervening in the controversial 
question for the first time, War- 
ren R. Austin, chief of the United 
States delegation to the U.N, As- 
sembly, issued a statement saying 
he favored inclusion of the two 
new areas in the site discussions, 
which now are limited to the areas 
of Westchester county, New York, 
and Fairfield*@ounty, Connecticut. 

Austin” noted that New York 
City has offered to donate the 
site on which the Assembly is now 
meeting and said, “This offer cer- 
tainly merits consideration.” 

“San Francisco has offered to 
donate a site of up to three square 
miles,” he also pointed out, adding 
that “San Francisco is the only 
location outside of the New York 
area which received specific and 
serious consideration by the Gen- 
eral Assembly ... in London last 
winter.” 

“It is important that the ques- 
tion of permanent location be 
promptly settled at this session so 
that the United Nations may get 
on with definite plans for building 
the facilities which are essential 
for the effective performance of 
its job,” Austin said. 

“For all these reasons we believe 
the choice should be confined to 
these two areas.”

PEIPING, Nov. 1 (AP)—Chinese 
Government armies, increasing the

PASSENGERS FLY 
BACKWARD ACROSS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
Like the mythical bird that didn’t

Washington to California. 

It was an Air Transport Com- 
mand experiment, applying new 
safety theories and testing pas- 
senger reaction.

of free collective bargaining.” 
“"T am concerned lest continu- 
ation of this strike affect both 
the welfare of our nation’s farm- 
fers and the conversion of our 
industry,” Schwellenbach’s mes- 
sage said. “I see no reason why 
you cannot now resume your ne- 
gotiations in a more peaceful 
atmosphere .and speedily resolve 
the issues which have up to now 
blocked settlement of this dis- 
pute.” 
Recalling that negotiations have 
been going on since several weeks 
before the strike beran in April, 
Schwellenbach said five different 
Department, of Labor conciliators 
have worked on the case. He said 
violence started Monday when. ne- 
gotiations were temporarily re- 
cessed to permit the currently- 
assigned conciliator, Noel P, Fox, 
to repoft to Washington.

it he pointed out that the Center 
has received about 130,000 visits 
by veterans so far this year 
and stated that “if the Veterans’ 
Administration had the proper 
set-up at the Center there is no 
reason to believe other than this 
number fwould have kept their 
insurance in force.” 

Refusal to put an _ insurance 
representative at the Center was 
made by Harold W. Breining, as- 
sistant administrator of the V.A. 
for insurance, at Washington. 
Breining said that insurance pay- 
ments could be made at V.A, re- 
gional office at 707 Market street. 

“It has been and is today the 
policy of the City of St. Louis,” 
Griffin replied, “to attempt, at 
least insofar as they can possibly 
do so with co-operative assistance 
of other agencies, to give the wet- 
erans in this Service Center what 
Washington has been asking for, 
and that is a one-stop center. We 
cannot furnish the veteran the ad- 
vantages of a one-stop center un- 
less the agencies asking us to do 
it co-operate with us.”

But the parts of the new phase 
of Soviet policy are less important 
than the whole, which has two 
main aspects. 

First, American firmness abroad 
and Soviet weakness at home 
have caused the Russian leaders 
to limit, for the present, their ex- 
pansionist plans. Thus there will 
be a period of Soviet recoil — a 
comparative lull in international 
turmoil, marked by such signs as 
the Clay-Sokolowski discussions 
now going on in Berlin. 

Second, the Soviet leaders wish, 
however, to cash in on their tem- 
porary moderation by inducing the 
United States and other ‘western 
nations to treat the Jull as perma- 
nent. They hope, for instance, 
that in a mood of deluded optimism 
this country will dismantle its na- 
tional defense. Then Byrnes’s 
policy of “patience and firmness” 
will become meaningless in the 
future on which the Soviet policy- 
makers always have their eyes 
fixed. 

In the matter of disarmament, 
which is crucial to them, the So- 
viet leaders telegraphed 
punch long ago. For months the

In this country, the attack has 
been especially concentrated on 
the Lilienthal-Oppenheimer plan 
for control of atomic energy, as 
presented by Bernard M. Baruch, 
and on the continued manufac- 
ture of atomic bombs. 

Misleading Propaganda. 

By such means some success 
has been achieved by the Soviet 
propaganda. Yet no propaganda 
in recent times has been more mis- 
leading. It ig laughable to at- 
tempt to portray the Soviet Union, 
whose whole economy is now con- 
centrated on regaining military 
strength, as ai great pacifist 
nation, 

For this purpose, even Stalin 
has distorted the facts. In his 
recent reply to Hugh Baillie’s 
questionnaire,« Stalin admitted to 
the presence of 60 Soviet “rifle 
and armored” divisions in eastern 
Europe excluding Romania, which 
for some odd reason was omitted 
from the list of countries. In Ro- 
mania alone, there were at least 
300,000 Soviet troops by the most 
recent count—or a number equal 
to the whole, rapidly diminishing 
American force in all Europe. 

Moreover, Stalin was not count- 
ing NKVD troops, border guards, 
supply troops, air units and per- 
haps even artillery, for it is known 
beyond possibility of dojbt that 
the Soviet Union has at least 
1,400,000, and perhaps 1,500,000, 
men under arms outside its bor- 
ders.

They are hardly surprising in 
Russia, however, in view of the 
war psychosis which grips the 
Soviet Union behind the facade of 
Molotov’s talk of disarmament. 


Stalin’s Comment on War. 


American experts are now 
unanimous that Stalin’s statement 
to Alexander Werth, that there 
was no danger of war, was pri- 
marily for internal consumption. 
War warnings from their leaders 
had reduced the Soviet man in 
the street to a condition of dumb 
hysteria. Every embassy in Mos- 
cow had word of the peasants 
everywhere hoarding salt—which 
is their automatic response to war 
danger. Stalin had to re-assure 
his people, 


According to the new line, how- 
ever, peace is merely temporary. 
This is continuously repeated. In 
the Oct. 27 issue of Red Fieet, 
the official analyst Korianov 
quoted Lenin’s warning that “fi- 
nance capitalism inevitably give 
rise to new imperialist wars.” On 
the same theme, his colleague 
Stepyanin discounted immediate 
war danger but stated that war is 


the same week, the Communist 
theorist Yudin, writing in Pravda, 
loudly re-asserted the prudence 
of Stalin's speech of last Feb. 8, 
calling his people to a great, self- 
denying struggle to gain military 
power. 

At the same time, the Molotov 
speech must be regarded as a 
generally encouraging symptom, 
The important aspect of the re- 
vised Soviet policy As not the 
propaganda, but the temporary 
de-emphasis on expansion and im- 
perialism.

In other words, if American 
nerves remain steady, and Ameri- 
can policy does not weaken, there 
is now hope that it may event- 
ually become possible to go to 
work on a real world settlement. 

That is hope enough to counter- 
balance the discomfort of present

HE four-power Foreign Minis- 
ters ‘Council, having worked 
its way through some of the 
European problems which revolve 
around Germany, is expected to 
get around to Germany itself 
this month. Secretary of State 
Byrnes makes it clear that the 
United States puts immediate oc- 
cupation necessities ahead of final 
peace terms. He is calling into 
conference Gen, Clay and his 
civilian adviser, Robert Murphy, 
who have been running things at 
that end, 

The problems of making peace 
for Germany probably will follow 
closely the lines of those already 
encountered — fear on all sides 
that one or more of the powers 
will attempt to use Germany as a 
pawn to extend selfish interests; 
France's desire to take control of 
the Saar and the Ruhr, which 
three times in 70 years provided 
the weapons for attacks upon her; 
Russia’s desire to spread Commu- 
nism and economic hegemony in 
every area touched by its sphere; 
Britain's desire to keep Germany 
out of Russia's hands and to avoid 
German commercial competition; 
and America’s desire to stop the 
militarism and the balancing and 
unbalancing, of power in Central 
Europe which has drawn this 
country into two costly wars in 30 
years. 

Most Favor Rehabilitation. 

All of the nations except France 
are more or less committed to ul- 
timate rehabilitation of Germany 
as a whole, with the exception of 
the Russian-Polish fait accompli 
in eastern Germany, France would 
like to see the Ruhr becdme an 
international industrial pool large- 
ly controlled by France, and wants 
to incorporate the Saar. 

Russia would like to see the 
same sort of “friendly” govern- 
ment in Germany as it has estab- 
lished in the Middle European 
countries, and is working desper- 
ately toward that end in its own 
zone, both through political par- 
ties and through collectivization of 
this rich agricultural area, 

Britain is determined that this 
shall not happen to Germany as 
a whole, and that Germany shall 
be held to a non-military economic 
level, 

The United States, as evidenced 
by its actiong in its own zone, 
wants the occupation continued 
until de-Nazification and demo- 
cratic educational programs shall 
have had full opportunity to do 
their work, and then would like to 
see Germany emerge as more of 
an agricultural country, but with 
industry restored as far as possi- 
ble without reviving military po- 
tentials—a whole country and not 
a hothouse for the seeds of war. 

A demilitarized Ruhr would thus 
remain an integral part of the 
Reich, Some deal with France over 
the Saar may not be out of the 
question, however. The end of 
German cartels is an important 
part of this policy, accompanied 
by integration of German econ- 
omy into that of Europe as a 
whole rather than permitting too 
much competition, 

The present eampaign for eco- 
nomic fusion not only of the 
American and British zones, but 
of all zones, is a part of this pic- 
ture. Also involved is the Amer- 
ican desire to be rid of an esti- 
mated expenditure of $200,000,000 
annually for supplies in its zone 
which should come from other 
parts of Germany. This is the

If they could foresee the results 1000 


years from now, he added, they might consider themselves more 
fortunate if the bomb had killed them, 


Dr. Muller, geneticist at the Uni- 
versity of Indiana, received re- 
porters after being informed he 
had been awarded the Nobel prize 
in medicine and physiology for 
work in heredity. 

For 20 years he has been study- 
ing the effects of X-rays, and oth- 
er rays similar to those of the 
A-bomb, in causing physical 
changes in insects and animals. 

“A tiny fruit fly has thousands 
of genes, an agent for the trans- 
mission of hereditary characteris- 
tics,” he said. “There is no reason 
to suppose that a human being has 
less. 


“These genes. may be changed 
by exposure to certain rays. This 
causes changes in the physical 
characteristics passed from parent 
to offspring. While the genes are 
changed immediately, the actual 
physical changes may not be 
manifest for generations—perhaps 
for 1000 years in the case of hu- 
man beings. 

“The A-bomb rays are the kind 
that cause changes, and at Naga- 
saki and Hiroshima it is likely 
these changes will be manifest for 
1000 years. The effects pile up 
with the generations.” 


An overwhelming majqrity of 
the changes caused by exposure 
are bad, Dr. Muller said. 

In fruit flies, which are used 
because they propagate rapidly, 
such things as three wings, extra 
legs, and even extra heads have 
been grown upon offspring of files 
considered normal before exposure.

Once the case reaches the As- 
sembly, a heated debate is expect- 
ed, Nations of the Slavic bloc 
are demanding harsh action 
against Spain. 

However, the Assembly's power 
is limited to making recommenda- 
tions to the Council in this matter, 
It could recommend the strongest 
action.

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The Impasse in Korea 

The “impasse” which Gen. MacArthur has 
noted in Korea at the end of that country’s first 
year of liberation from the Japanese is based 
upon Russian insistence that the United States 
denounce the barest minimum of free speech 
for Koreans. 

Many Koreans were profoundly dissatisfied 
with the decision of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers in Moscow last December to establish 
“ five-year trusteeship. They recalled that the 
United States, Great Britain and China prom- 
ised Korea independence in the Cairo declara- 
tion and that Russia joined in the promise in 
its declaration of war on Japan. They spdke 
their mind: about the five-year trusteeship, as 
they had every right to do. J 

Now Russia demands, as a prerequisite to fur- 
ther discussion on unification of Korea, that the 
United States banish from participation in the 
government of their country all Koreans who 
had the temerity to criticize the five-year trus- 
teeship plan. Meanwhile, the Korean Commu- 
nistic party has been provoking riots for the past 
month, in what has been described as a plot to 
run the United States Military Government out 
of Southern Korea and admit Russian troops, 
which occupy Northern Korea. More than 100 
Koreans have been killed in these bloody up- 
risings. ° 

As long as such conditions exist, there is not 
the slightest basis either for discussion or for 
trust of Russia’s intentions in Korea. Russia can 
bring peace to Korea whenever it chooses by call- 
ing off the Korean Communists and agreeing to 
participation in government by all loyal Koreans. 
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Just and Economical 

A new committee (the Rev. Leo Byrne of 
Catholic Charities, chairman) has organized for 
minimum-wage legislation in Missouri. It has 
already found 36 of 50 St. Louis and St. Louis 
County candidates for the House favorable. That 
is the right place to begin a legislative campaign, 
but who are the 36, and where do the other 14 
stand? 

Certainly the new Legislature should be 
urged, with greater effect than its predecessors 
were, to pass such a law. For, first, a wage floor 
is elementary justice in this time of high living 
costs. It is a sorry thing that Missouri does not 


' give its lowest-paid citizens even the meager 


protection guaranteed by the Federal Govern- 
ment to workers in interstate commerce. 
Second, the statutory wage floor is good 
economy. By guaranteeing the depressed worker 
a better chance to meet his own subsistence, the 


community avoids the greater expense of giving 
him a dole, or a hospital bed, or a home behind 
bars if he steals to eke out his miserable ex- 
istence, It is good economy, too, because the 
worker with a warm coat and enough to eat 
will deliver a better day’s work than the cold 
and undetfed one. 

The minimum-wage law is for the same gen- 
eral end as clearing the slums, and it should 
be passed for substantially the same reasons. 
Indeed, it is even more attractive in one respect. 
Slum clearance necessarily involves some outlay 
of public money, even though the public reaps 
much larger returns. To the extent that the wage 
floor imposes any burden, it falls on those who 
consume the services and products of the work- 
er’s labor, which is exactly where it belongs. 

May the renewed effort prosper.

A Tale of Three Cities 


St. Louis, Boston and Baltimore afford an ex- 
cellent basis for comparison in municipal mat- 
ters. At the last census, Baltimore had a popu- 
lation of 859,000, St. Louis 816,000 and Boston 
770,000. 

All three cities have excellent “public libraries 
~—libraries which stand among the country’s 
very best. The St. Louis library has enjoyed a 
lead over both Baltimore and Boston in book 
circulation. Most recent comparable figures 
show that we circulated 2,507,000 books in the 
same year that Baltimore circulated 2,496,000 
and Boston 2,490,000. 3 

But the favorable balance stops there. 

While we had 967,000 books to Baltimore's 
806,000, Boston had almost twice as many as 
St. Louis—1,732,000. 

We supported our library with $504,000 in 
the year that Baltimore appropriated $620,000 
and Boston $755,000. 

We paid our library staff $291,000. Baltimore 
paid $396,000 and Boston $521,000. 

We paid department heads a minimum of 
$1830. Baltimore's minimum was $2500 and 
Boston's $2775. 

We spent $64,000 on books and periodicals. 
Boston spent $76,000 and Baltimore $85,000, 

We had 21 branches when Baltimore had 26 
and Boston 30. 

We had 103 professional employes. Baltimore 
had 133 and Boston 232. 

St. Louis’s position has greatly worsened since 
then. The professional staff is now down to 
88. Library Board President Day's annual re- 
port discloses the resignation of 254 employes 
in 12 months—chiefly because of the niggardly 
wages the library must pay under its present 
tax rate of 4 cents on each $100 of property 
valuation. 

A side consideration, but nevertheless a meas- 
ure of community appreciation, is the scarcity 
of gifts to the St. Louis library’s endowment 
fund. A bequest of $5000 from the late widow 
of Frederick M. Crunden, librarian from 1877 
to 1909, has raised the St. Louis library endow- 
ment to $35,000. The Boston Public Library’s 
endowment is approximately $4,000,000! 

With five to 10 more branch libraries and sal- 
aries sufficient to reward and hold professionally 
competent employes—the wonder is that so 
many have been loyal under the circumstances 
~—the St. Louis library performance could be an 
outstanding demonstration of library service in 
the nation. Its performance is already amazing 
in terms of the kind of financial support it has 
had. 

The proposition to increase the tax 2 cents 
merits everything the _ citizen’s committee, 
headed by Jacob M. Lashly, has done in its be- 
half. It deserves to carry overwhelmingly. 
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Proposed HOOD drawn by Gérmans for 
the three states in the American zone of occupa- 
tion—Bavaria, Wuerttemberg-Baden and Greater 
Hesse—contain guarantees of basic human rights 
such as freedom of religion, of speech and of the 
press, adapted from the American Bill of Rights. 
The American Bill of Rights, after being in force 
for more than 150 years, cannot be identified, 
so a recent national survey showed, by four out 
of five of our citizehs. Is it too much to hope 
that free Germans of the future will know more 
about their Bill of Rights than free Americans 
know about theirs? 


The chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission can’t find a place to live in Washing- 
ton. Maybe this is the signal for civilization to 
try to find some means for harnessing the real 
estate market. 
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Just a Little Pressure 

Andrei Yanuarevitch Vishinsky, Vice Foreign 
Minister of the Soviet Union, once was asked 
what percentage of the vote the Moscow-dom- 
inated Romanian Government would get in an 
absolutely fair election. . “In an absolutely fair 
election, about 45 per cent,” he responded, as 
John Osborne tells the story in Life magazine. 
“But,” smiling and flicking his little finger 
downward, “with just a little pressure, 90 per 
cent.” 

The Bulgarian election Sunday, which resulted 
in a clear majority for the Communist-controlled 
Fatherland Front, was a demonstration of the 
results that can be obtained from applying just 
a little pressure. The little pressure consisted 
of terrorism of the opposition, denial of free 
speech, political imprisonment, and political as- 


sassination. The Communists used a favorite de- 


vice in swallowing up as many parties as pos- 
sible in a “united front.” George Dimitrov, for- 
mer Secretary of the Soviet Third International 
and actual dictator of Bulgaria, declared on the 
day before the election that support for the op- 
position would be “treason.” 

The Soviet electoral system did not function 
as brilliantly in Bulgaria Sunday as it did last 
year in Outer Mongolia, where .it returned a 
vote of 483,291 to 0 on—needless to say—the 
right side. It did not function as poorly as it 
did last year in Hungary, where the political 
parties refused to be frightened, and in a fair 
election swamped the Communists. Or as it did 
recently in Berlin. But it was a good average 
display, with workable results, of free demo- 
cratic elections with just a little pressure. 
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The Democratic slogan has been changed from 
“Let’s look at the record” to “Let’s listen to 
the transcription.”

Broadcasters are guilty of advertising excesses and offensive plugs, 
CBS chairman says; he proposes that radio adopt and enforce a 
new code of standards; says prestige of whole industry is at stake; 
rejects other criticism and suspects threat of Federal censorship. 


From an Address by William S. Paley, Chairman of the Board, Columbia 
Broadcasting System, Before the Nationa Association of Broadcasters 


During the past twelve months or more. 
I have been reading and hearing a growing 
volume of criticism of broadcasting, 


I for one have come away from all this 
criticism with a conviction that we broad- 
casters, collectively, have been guilty in the 
main of dangerous inaction. We have al- 
lowed criticism of radio, for lack of appro- 
priate reply, to assume the dimensions of 


_@ fad among certain minority groups, 


whose spokesmen are reaching the minds 
of a vast segment of our listening public. 


Do any of you here, for instance. think 
it was a mere accident that the tide of 
criticism of radio with which I am con- 
cerned coincided with the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission’s Blue Book —the 
most direct threat yet made by government 
to interfere with programming? I, for one, 
do not. 


Nevertheless, I firmly believe that gov- 
ernment program-censorship can never oc- 
cur without the consent of the American 
people, Therein lieg our real court of ap- 
peal as well as our ultimate source of con- 
fidence. 


Two Audiences at Once 


Most of you, I know, are aware of the 
recent independent survey, conducted on a 
scientii'< and comprehensive basis, which 
indicates that 82 per cent of the American 
people believe radio is doing a good job or 
an excellent job. 


Why then should an industry which ap- 
parently has such a fine record of public 
indorsement nonetheless be under so much 
fire? It stems from the basic, extraordi- 
nary fact that private broadcasting must 
be two things at the same time, 


First and primarily, radio is a mass me- 
dium which must serve the masses. Next 
and secondarily, it is a medium which must 
also serve the needs of minority groups. 


As to our primary job, I propose that we 
be militant; not defensive, about it. Here 
I want to hold up to candid inspection one 
of the fundamental premises which many 
of our detractors stand on: “Radio is sup- 
ported by advertising—advertisers want 
only mass circulation—that’s the reason 
why most radio programs ignore the inter- 
ests of smaller groups and are aimed only 
at audiences measured in the mildions.” 


Duty to Minority Groups 


This premise simply will not stand the 
light of day. It is both specious and dan- 
gerous. Is it conceivable, in a democracy 
governed by the majority will of its people, 
that broadcasting should not be responsive 
to that will—the will of the majority? 


Now what about the minority groups? I 
believe we should be just as honest in 
recognizing and serving their secondary 
claims upon our time, I am no political 
philosopher, but we all recognize the simple 
truth that you can’t have a healthy democ- 
racy without minorities. 


Unfortunately our critics often fail—or 
refuse—to give any prominence in their 
appraisals of radio to the sensible division 
of radio time and program emphasis be- 
tween majority and minority tastes. It is 
a curious thing that the intellectual critic 
in particular displays this blind spot, for 
he takes pains to discriminate when he 
purchases reading material or attends the 
theater. He apparently sees no reason to 
inform himself about radio programs. 


As a matter of fact, I have a feeling 
that if many an intellectual were forced to 
listen to all the programs arranged in any 
given week for his particular minority 
taste, he would be the first to admit an 
abundance rather than a scarcity. 


In spite of all that I have said, I hope 
I shall not be interpreted as believing that 
all is well in radio, and that no criticism 
leveled against our practices and our rec- 
ord is justified; or that we should cater to 
the lower levels of taste. 


The most persistently repeated charge 
against broadcasters is that we permit ad- 
vertising excesses. Are we guilty or not? 
It is my opinion that we are, and I am 
sure most broadcasters agree. 


“It Is Bad Advertising” 


It is true that competition for economic 
survival has been very fierce in certain 
instances. But that does not excuse too 
high a fercentage of commercial copy or 
material which is irritating, offensive, or 
in bad taste when projected into the homes 
of America. 


Now you do not need me to come before 
you to tell you that this type of operation 
is bad radio. More than that, it is bad 
advertising. Certainly it is not the adver- 
tiser’s fault, but the broadcaster’s. Nor am 
I pointing the finger at station operations 
only. Let me admit frankly that even net- 
work standards would be higher if one net- 
work oY another had not yielded to the 
pressure of competition. + 


Our real task is to earn and hold public 
confidence by deserving it, matching with 
our own respqonsibility the responsibility we 
ask of critics. All this spells out a strong 
case to me for a strengthened, extended 
and better enforced code of standards. 
Not a cade which limits and narrows, but 
which stimulates and encourages the whole 
industry to broader accomplishments. 


How to Enforce A Code 


And so I suggest—first, that this asso- 
ciation formulate a new and detailed code 
of program standards—a code which will 
prohibit practices which detract from the 
good name of radio as a whole. And I 
suggest, secondly, that we be prepared with 
determination to enforce it. 


Once we have adopted the code, we 
should insure that the public is made 
aware of its existence by* extensive cam- 
paigns of publicity. By constantly keeping 
the public aware of our code and by taking 
pride in our adherence to it as station and 
network operators, informed public opinion 
can effectively be brought to bear upon 
the offender. 


The day has passed when the station or 
network operator can hope to continue his 
independent course without regard for his 
fellow broadcaster. The prestige and repu- 
tation of those within the NAB who have 
set their standards high are seriously en- 
dangered by the faulty practices of the 
few—and those without the NAB must 
come to know that they will suffer in the 
long-run unless they themselves adhere to 
similar high standards.

That Westward Urge 


THE WESTWARD CROSSINGS, by Jeannette Mirsky. 
{Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 

VINLAND THE GOOD, by Nevil Shute. (William Mer- 
row & Co., New York.) 


In three different centuries three ex- 
plorers of three nationalities pushed their 
ways across the continent of America, 
Balboa, early in the sixteenth century, 
made his way to the Pacific at one of the 
narrowest stretches of land in the Weat- 
ern hemisphere, incidentally accumulating 
gold and pearls for the Spanish king. 

Alexander Mackenzie, a Scot, late in the 
eighteenth century, pushed along rivers and 
over portages to extend the fur trade from 
the Hudson Bay to the Pacific Const. 
Finally, early in the nineteenth century, the 
Americans, Lewis and Clark, acting un- 
der the inspiration of Thomas Jefferson, 
ascended the Missouri River, found their 
way to the Columbia, and thence descended 
to its mouth in the Pacific. 

* * ~ 

Miss Mirsky has read the earliest ac- 
counts of these separate journeys and’ has 
retold them in an effort to recreate the ad- 
venture, the suffering, and the sense of 
high purpose which motivated the three ex- 
plorers. She shows that they are parts of 
one gigantic movement, motivated Sy the 
desire of the Western world for new op- 
portunity. By considering them in one 
book she provides an international perspec- 
tive on a movement that is often consid- 
ered purely national. 

Besides the major figures, Miss Mirsky 
presents several of the minor explorers— 
John Ledyard, for instance, and Peter 
Pond, In all her accounts she is generous 
in her quotations of the original sources, 
and this is well. The reader, in effect, 
reads the original documents, condensed by 
a discriminating scholarly intelligence. The 
book's value is further increased by repro- 
ductions of admirable contemporaneous 
prints,

Nevil Shute, the English novelist, pro- 
ceeds in a different manner with somewhat 
similar material. He retells the familiar 
story of the discovery of North America by 
Leif Ericson, and this he does in the form 
of a treatment for a motion picture. The 
picture should be filmed, Mr. Shute tells 
the story with zest and humor. He knows 
good theatrical material when he sees it, 
This lively treatment is more than an excit- 
ing story. 

Mr. Shute has made it a skillful and 
amusing thrust at the conservative English 
educator. The same genus is not unknown 
in America. but young Callender, the mod- 
ern teacher who is so much too good for 
his own welfare, will probably have no 
trouble getting and keeping a teaching job 
if he will come to America. This reviewer 
will be happy to recommend him to the 
Dean.

Regarding Germany and §Italy, 
we have said, “aggressive war is 
sinful, and in the judgment of 
the tribunal of those aggressed 
against, is unlawful, therefore we 
shall hang your national leaders 
and disarm you both forever.” 
Thus, in the case of the Axis 
powers, all war has become un- 
lawful, whether of defense or ag- 
gression, since henceforward 
these nations shall not posses 
means for waging any war, : 


Method of Procedure. 


If we wanted to generalize that 
judgment, we would therefore pro- 
pose: war being sinful, it shall be 
made unlawful, and no sovereign 
state may hereafter possess the 
means of waging war, namely 
armies, navies, armed airplanes, 
V-bombs, or any weapons, except 
such as are in common use for 
protecting the law within states. 

We should then create some 
supra-national (not international) 
instrument, not to enforce peace, 
but to enforce disarmament. This, 
of course, would define aggres- 
sion. The aggressor would be 
anyone who re-armed or started 
to re-arm. Since there would ob- 
viously have to be a supra-na- 
tional police force, no_ state 
would have a chance to commit 
aggression. This is the implication 
in the Baruch report, although 
the Baruch report leaves many 
loopholes, 

I do not see how “aggressive” 
war can be defined or controlled 
apart from all war. It has always 
been easy to stir up border inci- 
dents as an excuse for quelling 
non-existent or provoked aggres- 
sions. In contemporary times, 
states have stirred up internal 
dissensions within other states to 
capture their governments by or- 
ganizing political factions, and 
having overthrown the govern- 
ment in favor of a Trojan Horse 
cabinet, have annexed the state 
and occupied it with armies, as 
the result of an “invitation.” 


Von Papen’s Acquittal. 


To my mind, the most danger- 
ous judgment in the Nuernberg 
trial was the acquittal of Von 
Papen, the engineer of the Aus- 
trian coup d’etat, and on the 
ground that his sort of conquest 
is not a crime under the Nuern- 
berg indictments. On that argu- 
ment, had the Austrians resisted, 
they would have been the aggres- 
sors! 

Now, being unable or unwilling 
to define what is a sinful act and 
thereby to translate what is sinful 
into what is unlawful, we are cre- 
ating a category of so-called crimes 
which do not consist in what any- 
one or any state has committed, 
but in being what they are. 


O pursue the argument regarding the difference between what is 
“sinful” and what is “unlawful”: We start with the proposition: 
We then modify it with a qualifying adjective: 
I worry about that qualifying adjective.

DUTCH ART DIRECTORS 
PRAISE CITY MUSLUM 


Three Visitors Commend Edu- 
cational Program, Arrange- 
ment and Lighting Here.

Advances made by the City Art 
Museum in giving St. Louisans of 
all ages the opportunity to sketch 
art objects and hear popular lec- 


ion of three Dutch art directors 
day. They will report their ob- 
servations on museum manage- 
ment and other innovations here 
to their government next month. 

The visitors are D. F. Lunsingh 
Scheurleer, Dutch Government ad- 
viser for museums; Ton Koot, 
secretary of the Rijksmuseum, na- 
tional museum at Amsterdam, and 
Dr. R. van Luttervelt, curator of 
the department of history of the 
Rijksmuseum, They consulted 
with Director Perry T. Rathbone 
here yesterday and flew today to 
Kansas City, where they will in- 
spect the fifty-seventh American 
museum on their tour for the 
Dutch Government sponsored by 
the Rockefeller Foundation. 


Novel arrangement and lighting 
of paintings and sculpture, the 
spacing of divisions, and the St. 
Louis Museum’s unique status as 
an entirely public-tax-supported 
institution particularly impressed 
the travelers. 


Art Brought to Children. 
“Your museum invites small 
children into the galleries and tells 
them what it all means, so that 
they return to sketch the objects 
and study them _ throughout 
their growing years,” commented 
Scheurleer, who has concerned 
himself with museum educational 
programs on the trip. “In Holland, 
we have neglected the children, 
perhaps in a belief they were too 
young to understand art before 
adolescence.” 

The local museum’s use of sky- 
lights to augment artificial light- 
ing especially interested Koot, 
who also admired the main hall 
and its large sculpture. 
Dutch Globe ‘Remarkable Find.’ 
The large terrestrial globe made 
in Amsterdam in 1613, which was 
acquired recently by the museum, 
was called “a remarkable find” 
by the three observers. None 
knew of any similar globe of com- 
parable age and state of preser- 
vation. 
Citing the loss of 20,000 paint- 
ings to the Nazis in the occupa- 
tion years, of which only about 
half were recovered, Dr. Lutter- 
velt explained his country’s war- 
time art loss and need to reorgan- 
ize its galleries. “At Arnhem, the 
Germans confiscated the precious 
royal collection of regional cos- 
tumes,” he said. “The soldiers 
ripped the garments to shreds, 
burned some pieces and threw the 
rest in a canal.” Other museums 
were wrecked or damaged by 
bomb fragments and many thefts 
are recorded. 

To Report on Survey. 
“We shall never know the fate 
of many paintings and gold and 
silver art treasurers,” Koot said, 
“since the entire families of col- 
lectors, as in the cases of Jewish 
and political prisoners, May now 
be dead, and the works were never 
cataloged.” . 
The three-month survey will end 
with a report to the Rockefeller 
Foundation in New York at the 
end of this month, and the men 
will submit their total findings 
in The Netherlands early in De- 
cember. “Scheurleer and I hope 
to arrive as Santa Claus’s pres- 
ents for our wives in time for 
Dutch Christmas, Dec, 6,” Koot 
said. -

Number Depends on Who You 
Are and Whether You’re 
Married or Single. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
How many calling cards do you 
leave for a social visit at the 


White House? 

One to three, depending on who 
you are. If a married pair calls, 
the number mounts to four or five. 

With the White House resuming 
its prewar social activities, Mrs. 
James Helm, its social secretary, 
explained the calling card proto- 
col at a press conference yesterday 
in reply to queries. 

When a man and his wife call, 
he leaves three cards—one each 
for the President, Mrs. Truman 
and Margaret. 

It seems a woman never Calls 
on aman. So the wife leaves two 
cards—for Mrs. Truman and Mar- 
garet only. Or she might skip 
Margaret and just leave one for 
Mrs. Truman. 

In some European countries it 
is not customary for a married 
woman to call formally on an un- 
married woman. However, Ameri- 
can married women incline to rec- 
ognition of the unmarried wom- 
an in the household. 

If an unmarired woman should 
go calling at 1600 Pennsylvania 
avenue, she leaves two cards—one 
for Mrs. Truman and one for Mar- 
garet. 

A bachelor leaves just one—for 
the President, 

Before the war cards were left 
with the usher at the front door.

A Russian writer recently de- 
fined as a Fascist “everyone who 


An American or British definition 
of Fascism would include dictator- 
ship—but not a Russian definition, 
which would include any dictator- 
ship except of the proletariat. In 
Russian definitions, tk-re is a 
whole range of Fascisms: “social- 
Fascism,” “crypto-Fascism,” “neo- 
Fascism,” “clerical Fascism.” And 
under one or another hecd come 
the social democratic parties, all 
parties that refuse ‘fusion with 
Communists, all capitalists and 
monarchists, the Vatican and the 
Catholic Church, the Zionists, and 
the British Empire. It seems that 
peace, in the Soviet and Commu- 
nist view, is to achieve the liquida- 
tion of all these manifestations of 
“Fascism,” with the political and 
armed support of the U.S.S.R. 
This is a way to peace via uni- 
versal’ war, civil and international. 


When Law Is Not Law. 


Citizens of Western powers are 
in danger of following the Soviet 
lead, and of defining as “aggres- 
sive” and “menacing to the peace” 
any Communistic state. This is 
partly a natural reaction of alarm 
caused by specific acts. But I do 
not see how Communism as such 
can be defined as a crime any 
more than Fascism, or any of its 
hyphenates can be. 


Law must be specific; any law 
that attempts to judge and con- 
demn people for what they are, 
not for what they have done, is 
lynch law, that is to say no law, 
and ends up by justifying the 
most atrocious deeds on the 
ground that the victim is ipso 
facto an enemy of the people. 

Communist practices can be 
prohibited within the domestic 
jurisdiction of states, but no law 
can prosecute a belief as such. 
Specific international practices 
can be forbidden by Fascist, Dem- 
ocratic .and Communist states, 
equally, but you cannot prosecute 
a person for believing in any- 
thing, because to prosecute a 
thought and not a deed is not 
prosecution but persecution, 

If we don’t set our minds 
straight on a few matters of this 
sort, we shall be in for a most 
horrible age where everybody will

Optical Distortion Used for 
Exhibition Print to ~ 
Guard Secrets. 


ROCHESTER, N.Y., Nov. 1 (AP) 
—The only photograph in exist- 
ence showing the vefy early 
stages of an atomic bomb explo- 
sion at Bikini atoll was taken out 


of the Navy's secret category and 
placed on exhibition yesterday. 


The picture of the air burst, 
which appears to show only a nar- 
row streak of light, was exhibited 
in the annual show of the Photo- 
graphic Society of America, 

The exposure was made with a 
high-speed streak camera. It was 
taken under the direction of Dr. 
Brian O’Brien, research professor 
of physics and optics at the Uni- 
versity of Rochester Institute of 
Optics. 


Dr. O’Brien explained that a 
small but elaborate optical dis- 
tortion had been used in making 
the exhibition print. While the 
distortion is so slight it is not ap- 
parent to the naked eye, he said, 
it would be impossible for any un- 
authorized person to measure and 
calculate the fundamental con- 
stants of the bomb from the print.

Ford Motor Co. Changes Plans 
for Use of Building Being 


ADVERTISEMENT 


Erected Near Airport. 


The $8,000,000 assembly plant of 
the Ford Motor Co., now under 
construction north of Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, will be used for 
assembling Lincoln and Mercury 
automobiles and not Fords as 
previously was planned, the com- 
pany announced today. 

In a statement issued in Dear- 
born, Mich., Henry Ford II, presi- 
dent, said the “change in plans is 
necessary to provide productive 
capacity for the expansion pro- 
gram the Lincoln-Mercury Divi- 
sion has under way.” Early plans 
called for the assembly of Ford 
and Mercury passenger automo- 
biles. 

Under the new schedule, 450 
Lincoln and Mercury automobiles 
will be assembled at the plant 
daily, with peak employment esti- 
mated at 3100 persons. Under the 
other plan, peak production would 
have been 500 machines daily and 
an employment peak of 5000 per- 
sons. 

Actual assembly at the new 
plant is expected to start in the 
fall of 1947, Ford announced. An 
official of the company here said 
the new plant is expected to be 
completed late next summer. 
Automobiles made there will be 
distributed throughout the Mid- 
west. 

Ford automobiles that were to 
have been assembled there, will 
be handled at Chicago and Kan- 
sas City. plants. 

Construction of the new plant, 
which is on United States High- 
way 66, started last Feb. 16. It 
consists of a one-story production 
building with 850,000 square feet 
of floor space, offices and show 
rooms. In addition there will be 
a power house, oil and paint 
house, test track and a parking 
lot with a capacity of 650 auto- 
mobiles. The plant is on a 100- 
acre tract.

Police and spectators pulled 
Highton off Vorneham, who suf- 
fered a nose injury.

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One Woman's War on Polio 
66 ~ ISTER KENNY,” story of the Australian nurse who has 
in recent years won widespread medical recognition and 
public appreciation as discoverer of the Sister Kenny 
method of treating polio cases—a method based on the theory 
Rt that the muscles of polio victims have not been 
Wig “destroyed,” as had been believed’ in orthodox 
medical circles, but have only “forgotten” to 
function—opens tomorrow at the AMBASSADOR 
Theater, with Rosalind Russell playing the title 
part. 
If, as the medical men stated, the muscles 
had been destroyed, then it followed that the 
survivors of polio were, at best, condemned to a life in which 
the limbs, paralyzed, could be moved about by the victims 
only by the use of gears, blocks, and braces, etc. If, on the 
other hand, the muscles had only forgotten to function, then, 
with the help, physically, of the application of foments, hot 
compresses, and forms of massage, and, mentally, by the col- 
laboration of the patient with the doctor in prodding the pa- 
tient’s muscle-controllinig brains to “get through” to the forget- 
_ ful muscles, the muscles could be stimulated to remember 
their functions. When “remembrance” had been fully effected, 
‘the victim could be said to have recovered, 


The movie, written, produced ard directed by Dudley Nich- 
ols, on the base of a book by Sister Kenny and Martha Ostenso, 
is a dramatization mainly, over a 30-year period, of the above- 
stated differences in points of view. On the whole, these dif- 
ferences have been stated with clarity enogh for any layman 
to understand. The doetors are shown to have received Sister 
Kenny's theories, at first, as what you might call the medically 
ignorant guessings of a woman over-moved, emotionally, for 
scientific purposes, by the sufferings of children. Later, many 
eof the doctors, particularly after Sister Kenny was called upon 
for service in the Arkansas and Minnesota polio epidemics, are 
shown to have changed their minds. Inferences are left, at the 
eonelusion, that, while many in the medical profession have by 
now accepted Sister Kenny's method, many “diehards,” particu- 
larly among the specialists, still believe that, in the acute cases 
ef polio, at any rate, destruction of the muscles does actually 
eccur, 

If destruction occurs, then it follows that no amount of 
prodding the “memories” of muscles can be effective. The film 
is quite honest in contrasting, in this connection, Sister Kenny's 
belief in the “sleep” of muscles in polio with the doctors’ belief 
in what you might call the “death” of muscles, 

The film, looked at purely from the point of view of its, 
art and entertainment value, follows a pattern made familiar 
enough in screen biographies of great men and women. It 
is a pattern that hits the highlights with maximum dramatic 
effect. And sketches in the “personal” stuff in between the 
highlights with maximum “sympathetic human” interest. 
The defects in the film are small defects inherent in 
this pattern. On the ‘positive side, the film is warm and mov- 
ing, almost unbearably so in the episodes dealing with the 
ehildren themselves. A frail love story makes a strong im- 
pression in showing Sister Kenny's character. 


Alexander Knox, Dean Jagger, Philip Merivale, Beulah 
Bondi, and Charles Dingle have important supporting parts. 
The fitle “Sister” is, by the way, a rank of Australia’s Army 
nurses and not a designation in a church. 


Van Johnson Comedy, With Newcomers 

“NO LEAVE, NO LOVE,” at LOEW'S, is a typical combi-

obvious sort of way that he can understand. Catch on? 

And now to get to the important business—the new-.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

HERE was a full gathering in 

the United Nations plenary 

session yesterday afternoon to 
hear our senior delegate, Senator 
Warren R. Austin, speak. On 
Tuesday the Russian foreign min- 
ister, V.M. Molotov, had impugned 
our motives in our plan for atomic 
control and development and 
attacked Bernard Baruch person- 
ally and, therefore, I felt that his 
speech lost much “of its value. 
People are rarely nvinced by 
exaggerated and. wyiolent  state- 
ment. So I was particularly 
pleased at the restraint shown by 
Senator Austin. 

He spoke at once of the things 
that had been said by Mr. Molo- 
tov, but he stressed the fact that 
we were seeking unity and that 
recriminations accomplished little. 
From. there on, there was no more 
notice taken of the attacks made 
on Tuesday. Senator Austin went 
in very fully to the whole veto 
quegtion and I should think that 
his comprehension on that partic- 
ular point would be a work of 
reference from now on,

We did not get away from the 
Session until nearly 8 o’clock, and 
I went directly to Wadleigh High

HIS month and next are the 

months when cooks produce 

the finest baked apples. Un- 
til science can find some way to 
stop enzyme iction which causes 
continued ripening of the fruit, 
nature will have her way still, 
and most apples by the first of 
the year will continue to advance 
to such a ripe old age that they 
no longer will have a sprightly 
flavor, firm texture, and be full 
of juice and rich in pectin. The 
best varieties for baking are 
Rome Beauties, Jonathans, 
Wealthies. 

In baking, the fruit first ex- 
Ppands as it heats through, then 
contracts. So to prevent bursting 
of the skin from top to bottom, 
most cooks who are fastidious 
about apple appearance like to re- 
move about an inch of peeling 
down from the stem end. Placing 
apples in a pan at least two-thirds 
the height of the apple and close 
together are two essential tricks 
to hasten perfect baking. Using 
just the right amount of water in 
the pan is also a point which 
women need to be careful about. 
When finished, there should never 
be more than two tablespoons 
juice for each large apple and 
this juice should be of a consist- 
ency of thick syrup, or in varieties 
with a lot of pectin, it will become 
real jelly as soon as apples cool 
to lukewarm. The broiler finish 
adds palate appeal. 


Baked Apples. 

Ten medium, tart baking apples, 
% to 2-3 cup sugar,+2-3 cup water. 

Wash apples thoroughly, remove 
cores neatly with an apple corer 
and about an inch of the peeling 
at the top, stem end. Place in a 
dDaking dish — preferably glass 
about 2 inches deep, close together. 
Fill centers with sugar. Then pour 
water around the apples and place 
in a moderate over (350 degrees 
F.) and bake until] apples are ten- 
der, To obtain a glazed effect, dip 
the syrup which forms in the 
bottom of the dish up over the 
apples two or three times during 
the first 20 minutes of cooking. 
Serve lukewarm or chilled with 
cream if desired, 

Variation No, 1—Cut the washed 
apples in half, lengthwise, Then 
cut out a shallow wedge to re- 
move the core. Dip the cut sur- 


face of the apple quickly in water, . 


then in a saucer of sugar so that 
sugar adheres to apple. Place the 
halves, sugar-side up in a baking 
pan and bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) until tender. The 
apples have a tough leathery skin 
with a soft center that is much 
appreciated by many people. 

Variation .No. 2—Substitute a 
mixture of chopped raisins or 
dates and nuts for the sugar and 
stuff into the centers of the whole 
apples. Mincemeat may also be 
used to stuff the centers.

Water With 
Meals an Aid 
« To Digestion

OST people who suffer from 
Mieonstipation would be amazed 

if told they could find their 
best remedy in a giass of water. 
And yet, to a great extent, it’s 
true. A single glass of water, nat- 
urally, will do no good. But the 
regular and consistent drinking of 
water with meals will. No fewer 
than two glasses of water should 
be taken at each meal and these 
must be consumed in addition to 
other fluids, such as milk, tea, or 
coffee. 

Water plays an enormous role 
in the digestion of food. It is 
essential from the first to the last 
step in the digestive process. 

In the very beginning, water, 
together with digestive juices, is 
drawn into the stomach and mixed 
with the food, Thig process is re- 
peated again and again in the 
bowel, until all digestible food is 
prepared for absorption. Then the 
water, with the food it contains, is 
reabsorbed, through the wall of 
the intestine, leaving undigestible 
food parts in a somewhat dry 
mass within the bowel. Since 
water is so necessary to the diges- 
tive process, the best time to take 
it is with meals. 
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THIS IS SHOWN by a series of 
studies carried out by Dr. James 
A. McKenney of Oakland, Califor- 
nia, to determine the relationship 
of water to constipation. He kept 
records to show whether patients 
drank water before, after, or with 
meals, and also as to whether they 
used laxatives. It was soon noted 
that those who took enough water 
with their meals needed no laxa- 
tives; those who did not were fre- 
quent users of laxative medicines. 

The patients who were suffering 
from constipation were instructed 
to discontinue the use of laxatives 
and of enemas or the injection of 
fluid into the lower bowel, and to 
take two or more glassfuls of 
water, either cold or hot as pre- 
ferred, with each meal. This was 
done regardless of what other 
fluids were taken, such as tea, 
coffee, soups, milk, or other fluids. 
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IN THE more severe cases, the 
patients were advised to take an 
additional glassful of water some- 
time before breakfast. If, with this 
treatment, the patients had no 
bowel movement for four or five 
days, they were instructed to take 
one single enema of a solution of 
soapsuds, which was not to be re- 
peated. 

About 475 patients were studied 
for varying periods of time. The 
patients ranged in age from 13 to 


lar daily bowel movements, | 

It is often found that the use 
of several servings of fruits and 
vegetables in the diet may also 
help in overcoming constipation. 
Dr. McKenney thinks that their 
effectiveness is due not only to 
their water content, but also to 
the fact that they take up and 
carry water through the digestive 
tract. 

Treatment was also attempted 
by giving the water before and 
after meals, but this was not 
nearly as effective as when taken 
with meals.

“Give Child Reasonable Chance” 


Parents Need to Work Together, as in War Years, Toward Common Goal

OST parents, understandably, 
Mistrive to bring their children 

up in a good neighborhood. 
But is that enough? What of the 
kind of neighborhood other chil- 
dren are being brought up in, chil- 
dren upon whom this nation also 
is dependent if it is to grow strong 
and great? 

I have these other children es- 
pecially in mind, for we at the 
Children’s Bureau perhaps know 
more about them than do most. 
“ust recently one of our doctors 
brought in a report of the terrible 
degradation under which hun- 


dreds of children are living in a. 


migratory labor camp, near one 
of: the wealthiest communities in 
this country. Being a doctor she 
uses medical terms to try to im- 
press upon wus the need to do 
something about the situation. 
“Tt’s a source of infection for 
the entire country,” she said, “for 
these people do not stay put. They 
are traveling with their families 
up and down this country, follow- 
ing the crops and going off else- 
where for what jobs they can get. 
They are carrying deep and bitter 
hatreds with them and they will 
infect others. Their children are 
growing up just like them, with- 
out a chance in this world.” 


Others who report to us tell us 
scarcely less terrible stories about 
childfen in our city slums. We 
hear of children in jai] because 
there is no other place provided 
for their detention, and of chil- 
dren for whom foster homes need 
to be found, but “there is no 
money.” Still another large group 
for whom we are always being 
urged to do something are those 
children whose mothers must 
earn a living away from home. 

From ali sides we are told 
of children who are being neg- 
lected, mistreated, and abused. 
So..etimes they are living just 
around the corner from those 
good neighborhoods where 
other children are being 
brought up with the best the 
country has to offer available 
to them, 

Between these two groups are 
others (perhaps they are in the 
majority), who are growing up 
with far, far less than we know 
so well how to provide if they 
are to have opportunity for their 
fullest development. 

Now, we cannot give to all 
children an equal chance, but 
can Wwe not give them at least a 
reasohable chance? 

I think we can if parents will 
extend to the entire community 
their neighborhood interest. What 
they need to do is to work to- 
gether, as they did in the war 
years, toward a common goal. 
That peacetime goal might very 
well be to secure the best possible 
chance for the most children. I 
think that goal would turn out to 
be something like this: 

1. For each child a good home 
with the love and care of both 
parents. 

2. A healthy start In life. 

3 Schooling for every child 
to the maximum of his capaci- 
ties and his: powers. 

4 Companionship with other 
children, free of humiliating 
barriers of race or class or 
creed, 

5. An opportunity for self ex- 
pression and spiritual growth. 

6. Full preparation for useful 
work in a trade, a business, or 
a profession. 

7. A chance in adult life for 
a reasonable meaaure of security 
for himself and his family, with 
ever broadening avenues for 
participation in the affairs of 
the neighborhood, the com- 
munity, and the nation. ’ 

This, said in a thousand differ- 
ent and better ways, is, I am sure, 
the shape of things most parents 
hope for their children. The prob- 
lem is to so clarify those aspira- 
tions, and so hold them before us, 
that we can all see the way to 
their achievement, not only for

the children of our own neigh- 
hood, but of all nejghborhoods. 

Our children are not going to 
wait to grow up while we argue 
about the ways and means of 
doing for them what we are all 
agreed needs to be done. 

One, good schooling must be 
made possible for every child in 
this nation, no matter where he 
is living, what his race, or his 
family circumstances, That is a 
condition far from true today. 
As I see it, Federal aid to edu- 
cation is essential if that goal 
is to be achieved, 

Second, we must see to it that 
health and welfare services are 
likewise within reach of all chil- 
dren everywhere in the nation. 
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HE same wide gaps in what 

is available in the way of 

schooling exist, too; as far as 
a child’s chance at a healthy start 
in life are concerned. In sonmre 
places the best that modern 
science and medicine have to 
offer is available. In other places 
—well, I know of no better way 
of indicating the level than to 
state that each year some 200,000 
babies are born without a doctor 
in attendance, 

In somé of these cases no one 
is there to assist the mother and 
to take care of the child except an 
ignorant “granny” midwife, Those 
children, and thousands of others 
not much better off, are not likely 
to be seen by a doctor except 


when they are extremely ill, in 
many instances when it is too 
late. 

Defects that might be overcome 
and illnesses that might be treated 
sap the strength and vitality of 
these thousands of children, Their 
loss is the nation’s loss. They are 
the younger brothers and sisters 
of that large lot of young men— 
two out of five—who when called 
up by Selective Service had to be 
rejected on physical or mental 
grounds. 

Just as the health of such large 
numbers of children is today being 
neglected, so, too, is their welfare. 
The war with its dislocation of 
family life added to the problems 
and the war’s end has not lessened 
the need. True, many families 
have been reunited. Thousands of 
others, though, are now going 
through a dramatic readjustment, 
and finding a place to stay is not 
the least of ‘their many problems. 
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OME 60,000 orphans of service- 

men were left by the war, 

Other families have been 
broken by desertion, separation 
and the divorce covrt. In still 
others parents are trying to re- 
establish home life under a cloud 
of misunderstanding, incompat- 
ability and family tensions. Many 
war migrants, moreover, are now 
reconversion migrants—a “prob- 
lem” if they stay where their war 
jobs brought them, a problem to 
themselves often if they go back 
where they came from. Such a

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or after outdoor exposure, 
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return is apt to be particularly 
hard on the children who have 
grown used to a wholly new way 
of life, 

These facts and others were laid 
before Congress at its last session. 
As a small start, and it can be 
counted only as that in the face of 
the country’s unmet need, Con- 
gress then almost doubled the 
money available under the Social 
Security program for maternal 
and child health and child welfare 
services, The total] appropriations 
for these services is now $22,000,- 
000. The significance of that action 
lies not in the amount, for it will 
have to be stretched far and 
stretched thin, but in the evidence 
that something is going to be done 
for the children. 

We with our great resources 
cannot permit another generation 
of the nation’s youth to grow up 
in neglect. There must be no 
let-up in our efforts until we have 
brought within reach of all the 
fullest .possible opportunity for 
good héalth, good schooling, good 
citizenship. 

Parents are a pressure group 
of great power, if only they knew 
it. They could, if they set about 
it with sufficient determination, 
get good schools for their children 
and get good health services and 
medical care available to all. They 
could see to it that their neigh- 
borhoods had parks and play- 
grounds and other recreational 
centers. They could do much if 
they set their minds to it. 

If parents know the kind of 
neighborhood they want for their 
children, and I think they do, 
then it is up to them to work to- 
gether through community organ- 
izations for what they want.

outh was too insistent on &@ 
spade contract —he should have 
respected North's repeated de- 
nials and accepted the three no 
trump. That contract, too, might 
have come to gpief, but it at least 
had a chance. 

Defending against four spades, 
West led the heart jack. Declarer 
drew three rounds of trumps, and 
when the suit failed to break— 
West having discarded a low club 
—laid down the club king. West 
should have held up his ace to in- 
sure that dummy’s long club suit 
could not be run, but he put up 
the ace and led another heart. 

As it happened, West's haste in 
parting with his club ace should 
have been profitable, because now, 
in a desperate effort to win two 
club tricks, declarer finessed to 
the-club ten. East won, carefully 
counted the three tricks in front 
of him, and put down the diamond 
ace with an air of triumph. Later, 
West discarded a diamond instead 
of guarding the queen, and the 
contract was down only one. 

It was comforting, of course, for 
East to be able to cash the setting 
trick in the diamond ace, but the 
more logical play was to cash the 
high trump, thereby giving West 
the chance to discard another club 
if he had it. After that discard 
(which West certainly would 
choose) and in the knowledge that 
South had no club with which to 
reach dummy, East could exit 
with a heart and force South to 
start the diamonds.
